The St. Joseph river is rare, one of the few 
in this hemisphere which move northward 
to their final outlets. It rises quietly in 

lower Michigan, meanders, flows, twists 
and turns — olive-green and brown — 
toward the southwest into the top of central 
Indiana. There — here, precisely, at 

South Bend — it makes its quiet, slow 
turning toward the northwest and Lake 
Michigan, where 30-odd miles away it 
vanishes into brighter, more unruly waters. 
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Once, for early explorers of this 
continent, the St. Joseph was a short 
artery in the intricate system of water- 
ways and portages which let a man go, if 
he were sturdy enough, from the Great 
Lakes to the Mississippi. Later, it 
served in the fur trade. Still later, 
it supported steaming side-wheelers 
carrying freight in and out of this 
region. Now there are so many industrial 
dams that through traffic for the 
full course is impossible. Still, a 
ыш of mine — elderly and blind in 
one eye but a man ready for challenge — 
canoed from the source to the mouth of 
the St. Joe a couple of summers ago. 

“Whatever gave you the idea, Mike?” 

“Oh, I always wanted to. It’s a nice 
river. And one of my boys said he’d 
come along to help carry the load when 
we had to walk.” 

He kept a journal of his trip. I forget 
how many days it took him but recall 
that water-skiers rather than dams were 
his greatest obstacles. And having 
immediate knowledge of the river only as 
it has flowed past my front door these 
past years, I take Mike’s word for it 
that every mile of its curving course is 
as mysteriously satisfying as I have 
found the short stretch I can view from 
the high strip of bank outside my house. 
One further thing Mike and I agree on. 
The southernmost bending of this gracious 

river is a rich and promising spot for 

à community to grow around. It has 
geographic justice on its side. 

. After Indiana was admitted to the Union 
in 1816 (under a constitution which 

noted, rather remarkably, the state's 
responsibility for the education of all 

Its citizens), the local territory must 

have been ranged by countless, now name- 
less, hunters and trappers and travelers 

on the river. “Deer, wolf, black bear, 

fox, mink, otter, wild cat, raccoon and 
muskrat abounded." But Alexis Coquillard 
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Its 287,000 residents make the South Bend and 
Mishawaka community the third-largest in In- 
diana. Other metropolitan areas similar in size 
are Albany, New York; Des Moines, lowa; Chat- 
tanooga, Tennessee; and Stockton, California. 
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— French Canadian, sixth-generation 
American from Detroit — didn’t permanently 
settle here until 1823, in the fur trade at the 
Big St. Joseph Station. Lathrop Taylor 
came four years later. These two were the 
founders of South Bend. 

Ihave been for the past 33 years what 
is technically called a tax-paying resident 
of the community which these pioneering 
men founded at the southernmost 
twist of the ancient river. Even before, 
as an undergraduate for four years at 
Notre Dame, I had roved about a community 
already grown much larger and more 
productive than Coquillard and Taylor had 
known. Among other things, the 
University of Notre Dame, founded here 
in 1842, and St. Mary’s College, established 
some years later, helped both the 
physical and the cultural growth by 
gradual steps which brought in students 
from, eventually, all parts of the 
inhabited globe, a number of whom 


stayed here. More recently, Bethel 
College, Holy Cross Junior College and 
rapidly growing Indiana University- 
South Bend have helped this particular 
kind of growth. But my undergraduate 
roving was never so adventuresome as my 
friend Mike’s later investigation of the river. 
What I did, 40-some years ago as a 
freshman, was board a yellow streetcar 
at the central exchange or mingling 
point of all trolleys, at the east side 
of the courthouse on Main Street. Like all 
other streetcars of that remote period, 
this one hummed ominously while standing 
still and threw out sparks while moving. 
But I took its dare and on a wicker seat 
bounced happily over the iron-grey rails, 
set neatly into maroon brick streets and 
avenues, and rode out into the farthest 
eastern reaches of Mishawaka. 
Mishawaka is South Bend's sister city, 

a bit smaller but also caught into the river's 
bending. Between the two municipalities 
111 RI 
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South Bend was one of 11 winners of the 
All-America City Award from the National 
Municipal League and Look magazine іп 1968. 
Half the residents of this growing area are 
under 25, 
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there’s no visible boundary. Surely 
beyond separate city governments 
there must be other differences which 
Гуе never noted. Perhaps there 
are differences in tax rates, land values, 
garbage collection and disposal, 
practices for street repair and snow 
clearing and maybe a dozen other grave 
and consequential matters of divergence. 
But what I’m trying to suggest is that 
many years ago, peering out a streetcar 
window with the eager eyes of Dick Rover 
assessing new horizons, I could detect 
no difference between South Bend and 
Mishawaka. Nor can I today, driving 
between them. Yet I remember that, 
after the yellow streetcar had followed 
its rails into an open field and there 
turned round a loop to go back the way 
it came, there were other open fields to 
the east. They reminded me of still 
other fields to the west, toward Chicago, 
which lies about 70 miles that way by 
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compass direction and then 20 miles to 
the north. 

This is juicy, rich, gentle, rolling country 
hereabouts. The Indiana Toll Road, 
connecting with similar big continental 
highroads, in Ohio at one end and in 
Illinois at the other, passes cows and 
mucky creeks, great spreads of corn and 
wheat and beans that go slanting in 
straight lines to make green and black 
geometric patterns which fold over and 
about the swelling earth. Once ina 
while, on side roads, you still see a 
bearded man and a bonneted woman in a 
buggy behind a horse, but many of the 
good Amish farmers have lately migrated 
westward. You see tiger lilies in 
ditches and roses bright on wire fences. 

But I saw none of these things that day 
as I rode the yellow streetcar. These 
are later acquisitions, images piled up. 
That day my streetcar simply looped 
about an open field in Mishawaka and 
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turned back to try its tracks the other 
way. I had to drop a token in the box — 
five cents a ride; six tokens for a 
quarter — as return fare to the central 
exchange at the courthouse in South Bend. 
That round trip stays vividly with me. 
So do many other impressions, old and 
new but either way still fresh. After 
all, I’ve lived here, with few long 
stays elsewhere, almost two-thirds of my 
life. Transplanted fairly early, I’ve 
grown some roots in local ground. What 
I write about this place comes out of 
experience. For my own reasons, I’ve 
done a bit of digging into the regional 
past, but nothing I now write rises out 
of stern research or conning of statistics. 
Rather, it comes by osmosis, by 
absorption through the root system, by 
just having been around for a while. 
“Education,” said an American poet, 
“is just hanging around until you catch 
on.” When I say this is a fine place 
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for education I’m not referring primarily 
to its five campuses but to its 

multitude of citizens full of decency 

and good sense. (Let us allow always 
for exceptions.) So anybody reading 
these words in the hope that soon they 
will find a street guide, a report on 
industrial growth or a zingy little 

boost to the community must search 
elsewhere. I’m convinced that impressions 
honestly rendered hold more truth than 
catalogs and that people are much more 
important than lists of facts. 

I’m sure, indeed, that something 
mysteriously revealing about this community 
comes through in the very existence of 
a beautiful lady who was for nine 
years our next-door neighbor. Born in 
Hungary, she came to South Bend as a

child, married here, had children and 
now has grandchildren here. A housewife 
who insisted on fantastic cleanliness, 
she was — when not roasting pigeons for her 
family’s breakfast or baking kolachke or 
otherwise filling the house with mouth- 
watering fragrances which always started in 
the kitchen — forever dusting and 
shining and polishing. Her waxed floors 
were the glossiest I’ve ever ventured 
to tread upon. And every summer she 
used to clean the furnace. 

She was a tiny woman. The furnace was 
a huge silver-painted coal-burner with 
enormous tentacles stretching out of 
its head. Each summer, complaining 
bitterly ahead of time, she would give 
that gigantic furnace its annual scrub-out. 
Its front door was just large enough 
for her to climb in. She'd adjust 
herself somehow in the sooty inside 
and — using flashlight, soap and water, 
steel wool on tough spots — scour the 
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blackened firepot. With time allowed 

for preparation and later a bath 

and shampoo, most summers it took 

her a full day. She'd come out smudged 
from wrapped-around turban to 

bare toes. But that furnace was clean 
again — you could bet on it — for 

another year. Then that evening, smelling 
of rose geranium, she’d call across the 
wrought-iron back fence and tell us 

once again with pride and with indignation 
of her victory. She always said fiercely 
that this was the last time; the work 

wasn’t worth it and she was going 

to move to California where nobody needed 
furnaces. Of course she never has moved 
and never will. She’d be most unhappy 

if she did, and she knows it. 

I don't use her name, because she'd be 
grievously embarrassed at personal 
identification. Neighbors on the other 
side at that time — a Jewish family who 
from aged matriarch to adolescent boy

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all loved dogs, our English bulldog 
almost as much as their own brave 
Labrador — would be similarly embarrassed 
if [named them.

our house. And so would others be 
embarrassed, understandably, if held 

up to public show and gaze. For their 
sakes — and because it is surely not 

my purpose to cause discomfort — 

ГЇЇ preserve a respectable anonymity 

for all those I mention, while recording 
only the plain truth. Already I have 
disguised my friend Mike. It was 

under another name and general guise 
that he voyaged down the curving river 

in his canoe. And ГЇЇ now put false 
whiskers on my friend the retail merchant, 
lately dead but forever to be remembered.

While bold new structures of glass and steel climb 
skyward, many fine old buildings are being { 
preserved. Three handsome new high-rise office 
complexes costing $32 million now share the 
changing South Bend skyline with others dating 
back to Civil War days. 
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Aclosely knit colony of second- and 
third-generation East European 
immigrants has settled in the area’s 
western neighborhoods. Among 
their favorite sons is former 
Cleveland Indians star Stan 
Kovaleski (A), a member of 
baseball's Hall of Fame. 


Race relations in the St. Joe Valley 
have steadily improved in the 

past decade. The nation’s first 
integrated construction firm, 
Builders United, was born here, 
Strong open-housing laws passed 
in the mid-'60s have become 
models for other cities, Today the 
area's black community, 
representing one of 10 residents, 
is leading in the renewal of large 
pieces of Property in the inner city. 


One of those responsible for 
federal help in such programs is the 
Honorable John Brademas (B), the 
area's young Democratic 
representative in Washington, An 
honors graduate of Harvard and a 
Rhodes scholar, Congressman 
Brademas serves asatrustee of 

St. Mary's College, 


Among many nationally known 
figures in South Bend and 
Mishawaka is Ara Parseghian (C) 
coach of Notre Dame's Fighting j 
Irish. When not directing traffic on 
the football field, Ara isa director 
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The St. Joe River meanders past 
and through many of the Valley's 20 
parks. At several wide turns, water 
skiing is superb. The clean, tame 
river attracts boating enthusiasts 

of all ages and an occasional duck. 


Each of the area's four seasons 
has a distinctive personality. 

Snow may fall any day between 
November and March, with 
accumulations averaging 48 inches. 
Annual rainfall is 35 inches. 
Temperatures average 71 degrees 
in summer, 31 degrees in winter. 

In 1969 the temperature soared to 94 
on July 16 and fell to eight below 

on January 4. 


Within 15 minutes of downto 
South Bend a new public ski. 
has been built, tailored for th 
weekend athlete. For the mor 
accomplished there are the او‎ 
resorts in nearby Michigan. Li 
ice skating goes on at three 
artificial and 23 natural rinks. 


When heat and humidity soar, the 
area’s five public pools do a torrid 
business. Warm weather also sends 
many to the 74 public recreation 
areas, covering 1,500 acres. 
Residents may choose from seven 
public and two private golf courses, 
83 tennis courts and 104 ball 
diamonds, where there is league 
competition for sportsmen of all 
ages. Supervised programs are 
conducted each summer at 

54 playgrounds. 
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Ninety miles west by superhighway 
is Chicago, the nation's second- 
largest city, a rich cultural, 
commercial and entertainment 
center, Thirty miles to the north are 
Lake Michigan's giant sand dunes 
and public beaches, open 
year-around, Indianapolis is another 
regional center of business, 
industry and recreation, two hours 
to the south by car and site of the 
famous “Indy 500” auto race. 


The heavily wooded and gently 
rolling northern Indiana countryside 
provides ample opportunity for 
hiking, bicycling and hunting. 
Within 50 miles of South Bend and 
Mishawaka are 150 lakes suitable 
for swimming, boating and fishing. 
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Local residents are surrounded by 
a unique style of architecture 
native to the Midwest. High roofs, 
distinctive windows, turrets, large 
porches and colorful 
ornamentation recall a period of 
grace and style. Several Frank 
Lloyd Wright homes accentuate the 
highly individual character of the 
older neighborhoods. 


Animaginative $30 million downtown 
renewal will, by the mid-'70s, make 
South Bend a showplace of modern 
urban planning. The project, cover- 
ing 138 acres, embraces 291 existing 
buildings. Of these, 80 percent will 
be cleared to make way for a land- 
scaped pedestrian mall, new com- 
mercial structures, a post office, 
modern off-street parking garages 
and an $11.6 million cultural center. 
Itis projected that the renewal will 
result in new private construction 
amounting to $200 million. 


Adjacent to South Bend's downtown 
renewal area is a 640-acre 
commercial and residential tract 

to be revitalized with the help of 

a six-year Model Cities grant from 
the federal government. Public and 
private funds totaling $15 million 
will enable the area's 15,000 
residents to remove blighted 
buildings, refurbish existing ones 
and preserve the rich historical 
nature of the neighborhood. The 
area, in which the number of blacks 
and whites is nearly equal, was 
once a station on the underground 
railroad, which moved former 
slaves from South to North. South 
Bend is one of 150 American cities 
sharing in this new program of 
physical and human rehabilitation.

My wife and I met this friend outside his 
downtown store on Washington Street one 
sunny October afternoon soon after we had 
moved here. He was standing there 
looking cheerfully at the sky while we 
were looking wistfully into his show 
window. Those were deep Depression days, 
and we had no money. He had a fine old 
solidly established business, which 
valiantly weathered those dark economic 
years. He said hello and we said hello,

To special friends he would occasionally 
offer à private nip at the jug, not as a 
business come-on and not in a promotional 
way but in sheer conviviality, though 
often he abstained himself and seldom 
offered a second nip. He was a happy 
and generous man, not a wit, not a Í 
great mind, not a leader seeking 
applause or yearning for glory, but one 
of the truest, most open, honest and 
real human beings I’ve ever known. I 
grieved at his funeral and still miss 
him when I visit his store, where that 
old charge account is still unclosed. 


Nowadays I usually pay bills approximately 


on time. I couldn't always do so. Few 
professors and even fewer serious writers 
are affluent. Гуе been a writer-teacher most 
of my life and am still able to do no more 
than try to keep even. Sometimes I wonder 
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Despite rising costs, 613 homes were 
built locally in 1969, their cost averaging

A 
recent survey showed Protestants 
constituting 57 percent of the popu- 
lation, Catholics 35 percent, Jews 
two percent and others six percent. 


what the credit situation is today in this 
community for young couples with children, 
like my wife and me many years ago, 
peering at the goods in a store window. 

I hope it is not a cold, computerized 

climate of credit. I trust that some strong 
personal confidence in human nature 

still endures. 

Frankie — now up in years and moved 
back to Pittsburgh — had this personal 
confidence. He owned and operated the 
finest grocery store, meat market, 
fresh fruit and vegetable spot in town — 
excepting, of course, the cooperative 
Farmers’ Market — and he told me once 
that while there were a few people, 
unnamed, from whom he never expected to 
get his money, he would still gladly let 
most people, including me, charge food 
as they needed to and pay for it when 
they were equipped to. 

I have a feeling, maybe no more than a 
hope, that this sense of person-to-person 
faith still exists in this community, beyond 
all electronic credit systems. 

The two good lawyers I've had need to 
consult, separately and years apart, 
must have conspired never to send me 
bills, even after repeated requests. 

Doctors of medicine — with one ancient 
exception — have gone easy on me and my 
family. My own good doctor regards mention 
of money as a breach of manners and is 
much more concerned about a pound I 
gain or an hour I don't sleep than he is 
about gross economic realities. I long 

ago made a pact with my dentist never to 
pay him in full for family repairs lest such 
an emphatically settled account ever 

seem to either of us in any way terminal. 

At the Farmers’ Market out on Eddy Street 
everything must understandably be cash 
on the line. And this market — a couple of 
great block-long parallel wooden halls 
joined at the inside middle of each by a Siamese 
crossway — isa joy. Freshly plucked fruit 
with the dew still on it, bright vegetables 
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picked or dug in due season, eggs direct from 


the hen, meat hung for aging or fowl 
dressed the morning it’s sold, hickory- 
smoked bacon, great sponge mushrooms 
when the time is right, flowers — fresh 
flowers, from early spring to late fall — 


and sometimes puppies or kittens sprawling 


and squirming in a cardboard carton, rocks 
and stones, slabs full of fossils, fat stuffed 
sausages, grapes and squashes, during 

the cold months old black iron stoves on 

tin bases blasting out red-hot heat into the 
crowded aisles of jostling shoppers before 
Thanksgiving and Christmas — that’s 

the Farmers’ Market. 

My trustful friend, Frankie, never had 
such a place, much as he loved to provide 
food. Frankie was a little, glossy pink- 
cheeked man, generous by nature, Italian 
by descent. 

Being Italian put him into one of the 
smaller of the local nationality groups. 
South Bend’s big immigration of a few 


generations back was Polish and Hungarian, 


with a good many Belgian families coming, 
too. There is still some very real closeness 
among the nationalities, yet in my own time 
here [have seen the old melting pot 

actively at work. Intermarriage, the slowly 
diminishing practice of old-world 

customs, the gradual adoption of new 
regionally rooted ways have all been 
operating here as they have in other 

parts of America. The King of the 

Gypsies no longer walks down Michigan 
Street. I never knew him except by 

sight — a stocky, swarthy, round-faced 
man who wore his hair in a black 

bob — and I have no notion as to the 
legitimacy of his claim. But it was 

pleasant to pass even alleged royalty 

ona downtown street corner. 

Today this community at the bend of the 
river seems to me in one way an absolutely 
representative American Midwestern 
one. In another way (and I don't think I feel 
any inordinate residential pride) it strikes 


Area residents enjoy one parochial 
and three public school systems. 
Several private schools, including 
two employing Montessori methods, 
are open to local children. 
Institutions of higher learning 
include Notre Dame, St. Mary's 
College, Indiana University at 
South Bend, Bethel College, Holy 
Cross Junior College, Indiana 
Vocational and Technical College, 
two schools of nursing and a college 
of commerce. 
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me as perhaps an unusually plucky and 
therefore extraordinary community. It has 
come back, time and again, from hard 
economic batterings. The most recent 
comeback, and certainly the most dramatic 
one I can remember, came after the abrupt 
closedown of the Studebaker plant. 

That aged firm, its name so well known 
in the automotive industry, was making 
Conestoga wagons in South Bend long 
before the internal combustion engine 
revolutionized the travel habits of every man, 
woman and child in the country. Those 
wagons had a great deal to do with opening 
up the whole spread of the continent, and 
the name Studebaker was mighty. A 
long-established auto maker, the firm came 
back hard at the close of World War II 
but then slowly began to fade. The product 
was as sturdy as ever. The first Studebaker 
awks were probably the handsomest 
-s built in America since such legendary 

1bers as the Dusenberg and the Stutz 


Bearcat went their misty way. But the 
automobile industry is huge. Independent 
Studebaker constituted but a tiny 
fraction of it. The company went 
through various stages of reorganization 
and changes of management, and then just 
before Christmas in 1964 — unquestionably 
bad timing for public relations — the 
announcement of final, absolute closing of 
the plant came out clear. 

The jolt to South Bend was not just 
severe — it was traumatic. Shock 
waves stayed in the air of the St. Joseph 
Valley for months. And it’s fair to say 
that some persons, some families, never 
got over the disaster. I'm thinking 
particularly of a black friend of mine, 
aman about my age. He’d worked at 
Studebaker for almost 20 years. He 
hasn’t been able to find anything like 
acomparable job since. It relieved him 
when his young nephew got a scholarship 
toa famous Eastern boarding school and 


then, last year, to a famous Eastern 
university. But he still didn't have his 
job, and he knew he never would. Two 
elderly sisters who worked in offices at 
Studebaker were so downcast by what 
seemed betrayal that they both literally 
withered away, and one after the other 
died within a year. The loyalty of 
Studebaker workers to their plant always 
impressed me. There was a pride of place 
and work and name. The closing of the 
plant, though obviously it was only a 
property manipulated by interests outside 
thiscommunity, idled thousands of individual 
human beings within the community. 

Yet almost at once — and this is what I 
meant by using words like “plucky” 
and “extraordinary” — people here got 
desperately busy planning. Men in business, 
menin industry, academic men, 
social workers, city, state and federal 
experts together started picking up 
the pieces which had been scattered. 


They didn’t merely meet and discuss; 
amazingly, they got things done. Retraining 
programs and placement programs 

started up quickly. It wasn’t all efficient 

or universally successful. But new building, 
new industry, new business kept responding 
to invitations. After a shattering blow, South 
Bend reeled, then fought back. And it won. 
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One of 432 local manufacturers is Wheel Horse 
Products, a leading producer of garden and lawn 
equipment. The 1969 manufacturing payroll in 
South Bend area industries was $321 million. 


Careful home maintenance is а 
characteristic of local residents. 

In 1965 Mishawaka was voted one 
of the country’s 10 cleanest cities 

in a national competition. Each 
year the city sponsors a campaign 
of home and business improvement. 


Homes of all types and prices are 
available. A wide assortment of 
apartments, with rents ranging from 
$85 to $250, can also be found in 
most parts of the Valley. Several 
housing projects featuring luxury 
units will be erected along the 

river by the mid-’70s. 


A spirit of community exists 
between religious denominations, as 
demonstrated through interfaith 
worship services and youth 
programs. Another ecumenical 
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program is “Project Commitment,” 
begun in 1969 to develop greater 
understanding of interracial 
problems. South Bend is also site 
of the Episcopal Cathedral of St. 
James of the diocese of northern 
Indiana. The cocathedral for the 
Catholic diocese of Ft. Wayne-South 
Bend is located on the city’s 
southeast side.

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The regional campus of Indiana 
University at South Bend openedin 
1967 and now enrolls more than 
4,000,a figure expected to doubleby 
the mid-’70s. The curriculum offers 
bachelor's degrees in 13 majors and 
master's degrees in science, ele- 
mentary education and business. 
Bethel College, established in Mish- 
awaka in 1947, is a four-year, liberal 
arts, coeducational school special- 
izing in teacher training. Over 500 
students are currently enrolled. 
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Other schools include Indiana 
Vocational Training College — Ivy 
Tech — with a program in data 
processing and computer program- 
ming, automotive technology, 
commercial art, electrical and 
electronic engineering, machine 
shop practices and other classes 
ofavocational nature. The South 
Bend College of Commerce offers 
one- and two-year courses. 

Several schools offer day and 
evening instruction in

As I’ve noted, there were many who did not 
share in the victory. But the place as a whole 
came back almost incredibly because of an 
immediate collective refusal to accept disaster. 
This response is what makes me think that in 
addition to being a representative American 
city South Bend is in certain ways an 
exceptional one. Disaster is not everywhere 
taken as a challenge. 
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subject and maintaining a sorrowful tone, 

| find one of the most dismal items currently 
o shake my head at is the slow decline of the 

regionally famous Chicago, South Shore 

and South Bend Railway. 

The old South Shore, once part of the 
Insull empire, is the last of this republic’s 
big interurban electric railroads, 
and as such, if only for historical reasons, it 
ought to be preserved. Forty years ago, in its 
glory, its hourly daytime trains to and from 
Chicago were celebrated. True, on the 
dining cars of those old trains your soup often 
spilled on the swifter curves, and it was never 
wise to have a coffee cup more than half-full 
without a spoon sticking up init. 

The old dining cars have long disappeared. 
The speed is about the same, two anda 
quarter hours, roughly, to the Loop in 
Chicago. But the old hourly schedule 
has been chipped away. The curves en route 
are the same, though they seem more 
severe because of neglected roadbed. 

And there is talk of moving the station 
out of downtown South Bend, where 
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30-mile trip to South Bend. He told me not to 
worry; with or without me, he said, this late 
trip had to be made. So I dozed off again 

for a few minutes. When next I opened my eyes 
I saw the engineer of this train sprawled 

out ona double seat across the aisle in his 
striped denim, reading somebody’s 

discarded paper and smoking a short dark 
brown cigar. God help us. I thought — 

the train’s running itself now. I hastily went 
up to the front to get a drink of water 

and sneaked a look into the motorman’s 
compartment. There, big as life, was the 
conductor at the controls. I must have goggled 
at him or otherwise showed surprise. 

For instantly, the engineer was at my elbow. 
“We switch around this way sometimes 

on the late run,” he explained. “It helps make 


the time pass.” The conductor grinned and 
nodded. 


So I started asking questions about how 
hard it really was to run a train like this. 
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These two fine gentlemen assured me that it 
was easy and volunteered to teach me. That 
night I stood at the command post for about 15 
miles, between Hudson Lake and the big 
Bendix sign at the west edge of South Bend. 
I turned the power high and low with one hand, 
making us go faster or slower. With the other 
hand I braked gently, under instruction, 
just for practice. I blew the whistle at every 
deserted road crossing in the blowy night and 
dinged the bell with my foot so I'd know how 
to work it if ever called upon again. I remember 
the exhilaration of seeing tracks lit by a head- 
light stretching out in front, those tracks taking 
care in advance of all steering. The motorman 
conscientiously replaced me at city limits and 
brought us home to our appointed station. 
Nobody who has ever driven a South Shore 
train through the windy darkness can ever feel 
happy about that railroad’s grim descent 
from honor.

Atthe St. Joseph County Airport, three miles from 
downtown South Bend, daily service by four airlines 
includes regularly scheduled direct jet flights to cities 
as distant as Miami and New York. Five railroads, 
including a commuter line into Chicago, service the 
Valley. The Indiana Toll Road carries high-speed 
traffic east and west, with 750,000 cars passing 
through the South Bend exit each year. A network of 
17 state and national highways connects the 
community with its mid-American neighbors. Just 45 
miles to the west is the deepwater port of Burns 
Harbor, a link with worldwide sea commerce via 

the Great Lakes-St. Lawrence Seaway. The Indiana 
legislature is studying plans for a $400 million 
superjet airport projected for the '70s near LaPorte, 
Indiana, 40 miles west of South Bend. 
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The Ice Capades (р. 96) is one of 
numerous road shows which appear 
regularly at Notre Dame's Athletic 
and Convocation Center. The 
twin-domed structure, seating 
12,000 for basketball and special 
events, has more space (400,000 
square feet) under one roof than 
the Houston Astrodome. It is the 
largest facility of its type between 
Detroit's Cobo Hall and Chicago's 
McCormick Place. 


On five autumn afternoons Notre 
Dame football provides 60,000 local 
and visiting fans a taste of the 


finest in intercollegiate competition. 


Few escape the infectious Notre 
Dame spirit, 


Notre Dame spirit is rivaled in 
winter months by a phenomenon 
known as “Ноовіег hysteria.” 
Interest in Indiana high school 
basketball is legendary. The state 
has consistently turned out some of 
the best ballplayers in the country, 
including Oscar Robertson, the 
Van Arsdale twins, Rick Mount and 
UCLA coach John Wooden. 


Five hospitals and several auxiliary 
health institutions make South 
Bend and Mishawaka the major 
medical center for northern Indiana 
and southern Michigan. A $24.5 
million hospital building drive 
launched in 1969 will enlarge and 
improve existing facilities, Logan 
Center and the Northern Indiana 
Children’s Hospital, both in South 
Bend, provide professional care for 
the mentally retarded. 


Both South Bend and Mishawaka 
have extensive public library 
facilities with nearly 80,000 
residents holding cards. 
Outstanding college libraries are 
also available to local students. The 
Notre Dame Memorial Library holds 
one million volumes in its 13 

stories and can seat 2,900, more 
than half the undergraduate 
student body. 


Civic, fraternal and social 
organizations of all types are active 
here. The YMCA and Boy Scouts 
recently erected new social and 
athletic centers on the banks of the 
river. The Shriners sponsor an 
annual parade through downtown 
South Bend, and the Knights of 
Columbus stage dances and 
football dinners through the season. 


А modern communications center 
dispatches city and county police 
and firemen within seconds ofa 
citizen call. Rescue squads and 
ambulances complement public 
safety programs embracing nearly 
400 firemen and 300 policemen in 
the metropolitan area. 


Among private citizens working 
closely with city and county officials 
is Chuck Lennon (A-left), young 
director of the South Bend Model 
Cities program. A former director of 
the local Mental Health Association, 
Lennon once coached baseball and 
basketball at Notre Dame. He has 
been elected to the national 18-man 
executive committee of Model Cities 
directors. Voter turn-out in the 
renewal area to select neighborhood 
representatives was among the 
highest in the country. 


Crime, fire and accident rates in 
South Bend and Mishawaka are con- 
sistently below national averages 
and compare favorably with all cities 
of similar size. Police employ com- 
munity-relations teams whose mem- 
bers are well known in city neighbor- 
hoods, acting more as social workers 
thanaslaw enforcement officers. A 
series of summer softball games 
brings police and inner-city youths 
together in a relaxed atmosphere 

of friendly competition. 


Mishawaka Mayor Margaret Prickett 
(B) governs a city of 35,000 with 

the help of a nine-man common 
council. The city includes electric 
service with water and sewer 
facilities under the city 
administration. These utilities 
annually show a profit and pay 

taxes to the city, helping keep the 
tax rate at a minimum. 
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The government of South Bend is in 
the hands of a mayor and nine com- 
mon council members. Republican 
Lloyd Allen (C), two-term mayor of 
the city, took office one month be- 
fore the closedown of the Stude- 
baker Corporation's local plant. He 
helped rally residents to attract 
new industry and assisted in the 
establishment of comprehensive job 
retraining schools. He was instru- 
mental in the decision to erect the 
new $7 million County-City Building. 


Keith Klopfenstein (D), chairman of 
the St. Joseph County 
commissioners, directs a municipal 
services apparatus manned by 900 
county employees. He has proposed 
the union of city and county 
services under one central 
governmental unit, on the order of 
the successful "unigov" plan 
recently implemented in 
Indianapolis. 


Jesse L. Dickinson (E), executive 
director of the South Bend Public 
Housing Authority, has been а 
catalyst in the recent drive for 
more public housing units in the 
area. A former state senator, he 
has also served as chairman of the 
U.S. Civil Rights Advisory Council 
for Indiana and is currently 
vice-president of the local Urban 
League. 


A local Ralph Nader in tax affairs 
is Miss Virginia Guthrie (F), 
executive secretary of the South 
Bend Civic Planning Association, 
a private agency of dues-paying 
residents. As a professional 
watchdog on governmental 
spending, Miss Guthrie sits in on 
regular meetings of city and county 
officials. 
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The major news medium in the area 
is the South Bend Tribune, which 
reaches virtually every home in 
South Bend and Mishawaka and 86 
percent of all households in the 
greater metropolitan area. All three 
major television networks have 
local affiliates and a new 
educational station provides NET 
programing. Four AM and three FM 
stations broadcast music, news 
and public service information 
around the clock.

Franklin Schurz (A), publisher of the 
Tribune and owner of its TV and 
radio stations, has made his 
newspaper a model of advanced 
printing technology. Automated 
typesetting and high-speed presses 
enable the Tribune to have editions

The 
Model Cities project and renewal of virtually all 
of downtown South Bend will transform the city's 
face into an exciting new commercial and 
residential center, In Mishawaka a group of 
young architects and businessmen have joined 
in the development of the 100 Center (below), a 
unique residential, commercial and recreational 
complex built in and around a 19th-century brewery.

South Bend. I’m currently working ona 
great hotel, while grieving for the 

one torn down. From an office window at 
Notre Dame I did all I could to build 

the new Memorial Library and later the new 
Athletic and Convocation Center, which 
provides more community floor space than 
any other 17 structures in the region. As 

a construction-watcher, I’m impressed by 
multitude and size. 


Yet buildings do not make a community. 
A city, after all’s said, is people 
living together in homes and working 
together under roofs old or new, squat 
or high — or working together outside 
under sky and in weather that's hot, cold, 
rainy, snowy, golden in fall, blue and 
green in spring. We have approximately а 
100-degree range in temperature here. 

My friend Mike, the bold canoeist, once 
told me something that has stayed in my 
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mind. We'd been talking of what a wonder 
itis that thousands upon thousands 

of highly individual human beings — no 
two alike, each one with his or her 
peculiar likes and dislikes, private 

loves and prejudices, particular ways 
and attitudes — could manage to live 
and work alongside one another in this, 
that or the other place. “People been 
doing this almost as long as there’ve 
been people,” Mike said solemnly. “I 


lived in a lot of places myself before 
Icame back here. You know how you 
tell a good place? It leaves good 
memories. Bad place — bad memories.” 
“So you came back here because you 
had good memories?” 
"Simple as that,” Mike said. He thought 
fora moment. "It's the people." 
For me, too, I guess that finally, it 
is simple as that. I have no reason at 
all to believe that this place is the 
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Typical of the handsome 
construction going on in the Valley 
is the $7 million, 16-story 
County-City Building, housing 
offices for the governmental units of 
St. Joseph County and South Bend. 
Building in the area reached $50.1 
million in 1969, falling short of the 
record high of $56.1 million in 1968. 


Scottsdale Mall (p. 116A), an 
all-weather enclosed shopping 
center, will open on the southern 
fringe of South Bend-Mishawaka in 
1973. The vast complex, with 
parking for 4,000 cars, will contain 
90 stores on two levels to be 
connected by escalators. Another 
major retail outlet will open in 1971 
at a site adjacent to the present 
Town and Country Shopping Center, 
а centrally located suburban 
complex housing 42 stores, 
restaurants and shops. 


Another attractive downtown office 
structure is the 27-story American 
National Bank Building, (A) a $6 million 
complex of commercial and 
residential space. Above the first- 
level bank quarters will bea 
200-room Albert Pick Motor Inn, 
including complete dining facilities 
and a large meeting area suitable 
for business and civic gatherings. 


The glass and steel, brick and 
mortar growth of the Valley is 
certain to continue into the '70s. 

But її will be the community's young, 
already the majority, who will see 

to it that South Bend-Mishawaka 
remains a cultural, medical, 
educational and commercial 
capital of the entire northern 
Indiana-southern Michigan area. 
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only one where I might have lived with 
reasonable content. Upon this whirling globe 
surely there are other spots held in high 
regard. In some of them I have stayed 
briefly. Гуе never found a spot on earth 
lacking all trace of human guile and 
human stupidity. I never expect to. 

But I know that there are many less 
desirable places than this one, places 
where the urban marvel, almost as old as 


man, is decidedly less attractive, places 
where I could not possibly have lived with 
any happiness and where I see — where 
it’s clear for anybody to see — much more 
festering human misery than I see here. 
Iowe a debt of gratitude to all, living 
and dead, who have contributed to making 
not a Shangri-la but a community growing 
where the river bends. This is a good 
place to abide.
